States Senator Hiram Johnson were 
before North Dakota Republican vot­ 
ers today in another presidential pre­ 
ference primary «>f the year. 
Leaning on sentiment already <*x 
pressed in other stat«*-, supporters 
of President Coolidge w«*n* confident 
of a substantial majority. 
Friends of Hiram Johnson count­ 
ed strongly on th«* refusal of Senator | 
Robert M. Lafollette of W i-itcisin 
to l«*t bis name go on Hi«* ballot aud 
on the strong personal campaign the 
California senator made in the state. 
The fight on the Non-Partisan Lea­ 
gue— injected on three proposed e- 
leetion laws— was also expected to 
aid him. 
While Lafollette lias a large and 
insistent following, which fought up 
to the last minute to retain his name 
on the ballot in spite of his with­ 
drawal it is nqt believed a 
large 
number will use the prepared -tick­ 
ers carrying his name. 
Democrats are united on William 
G. McAdoo, but there are two can­ 
didates for national «mmmitteemen 
and each have a list of delegates 
and electors.

Short-school terms and poor a t­ 
tendance in the rural schools repre- 
s«#it an appalling wa-te. 
Statistics 
compiled by the federal bureau 
of 
education show that the average rur­ 
al school term is approximately -.ev­ 
en months and that the average daily 
attendance 
but 72.2 percent o f the 
enrollment. 
Even this poor showing is bolstered 
up by including a s rural all 
places 
o f less than 2,500 |H>pulation, 
a c ­ 
cord.'* ig to the census classification. 
If we count as rural only the popula­ 
tion o f the ojmhi country and 
the 
smaller villages, the situation 
ap- 
lH»ars much worse. 
Because o f the poor enforcement 
of the school laws in the open conn 
try many children o f school age are 
not enrolled in the schools because 
of unfavorable rural conditions the 
attendance is reduced. In these re­ 
gions the average school term 
i- 
about six months and the 
average 
d fitly attendan *e is hardly (¡7 ¡»eiveiit. 
Short-school terms and jnior 
at- 
teudaiiee waste the fan n er-’ money, 
icduee the future earning capacity of 
children and pennil coming citizens 
to he handicapped by illiteracy.

ashamed by the high percentage of 
illiteracy revealed by the exam ina­ 
tion of recruits for our army in

World War. So long a s we

to produce thousands of men 
and 
women unfit to perform their duties 
a s citizens in a -republic.

Appalling Waste 


Shorl-st-liool terms and poor al- 


tendancc in the rural schools rcpre- 
s4it an appalling waste. Statistics 
compiled by the federal bureau, of 
education show that the average rur- 
al school term is approximately sev- 
en months and 15iat the average daily 
attendance isj but 72.2 percent of the 
enrollment. 


Even this poor ishowing is bolstered 


up by including as rural all places 
of less than 2,500 )«jpulatum, 
ac- 


cording to the census classification. 
If we'count as rural only the popula- 
tion of the open country and 
the 


smaller villages, the situation 
ap- 


pears much worse. 


Because of Ihe poor enforcement 


of the school laws in the open coun- 
try many 'children of sr'hool age are 
not «prolled in the schools because 
of unfavorable rural conditions the 
attendance is reduced. In these re- 
gions the average school term 
is 


about six months aiid the average 


r daily attendance is hardly (i7 percent. 


Short-school terms and poor al- 


teudaoce waste the fanners' money, 
reduce the future earning capacity of 
children and permit coining citizens 
to be handicapped by illiteracy. 


The 
whole 
nation 
was made 


ashamed by the high percentage of 
illiteracy revealed by the examina- 
tion of recruits for our army in 
fh 


World War. So long as we permit 
short-school 
terms :;pd irregular 


school attendance iu the rural dis; 
Iricts, just so long will we continue 
to produce thousands of men and 
women unfit to perform their duties 
as citizens in a-republic. 


Indiana practically makes an eight 


months school term compulsory, by 
denying state aid to schools 
that 


hold any less than eight mouths, but 
until this sort of a standard is set 
rap throughout the United States, we 
cannot expect public school educa- 
tion1 to get the results that it should.

City which undertakes to answer by 
telephone any reasonable question on 
any subject whatever, and has found 
that eighty percent of all questions 
asked can Ire auswercd iu two mki- 
utes.
